250,000,000-=-would be earmarked 
for stepped-up arms shipments to 
friendly governments in the North 
Atlantic area and the Far East. 


The funds for the first 
time 


would include, an economic recov- 
ery program lor countries in the 
strategic Middle East. 
About 


$125,000,000 reportedly is. set aside 
for this. 


The president is drafting a mes- 


sage to accompany the "package 
request" for funds. ^ Under present 
plans, he will send it to congress 
tomorrow or Friday. He told con- 
gressional leaders Monday it would 
be ready in two or three days. 


The $8,500,000,000 would cover 


needs for the 1952 fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1. 


The over-all total has been 


sharply cut from the estimate the 
president included in his budget in 
January. 
About $10,000,000,000 


was allocated then for foreign aid 
programs, along with an addition- 
al $1,000,000,000 in new lending au- 
thority for the government's ex- 
port-import bank. 


Informed officials told a reporter 


the sum was "tightened up" after 
talks with the budget bureau. The 
administration, they said, slashed 
some categories in an effort to 
make-'certain it could justify egery 
expenditure before a critical con- 
gress.

Gen. Bradley Says There Is 
Danger o f R u s s i a Starting

Washington, May 23—(*)—Gen. Omar Bradley said today "there 


is danger of the Russians moving into Iran and starting another ag- 
gression." 


Bradley made the statement in reply to questions by Senator 


Brewster (R-Me) at the senate's inquiry into the dismissal of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 


Brewster asked- Bradley, chairman of the joint chiefs of staff, 


what consideration the chiefs have been giving "to the apparent im- 
minence of trouble in Iran," with relation to the desirability of end- 
ing the Korean war.

"Well, of course." Bradley replied, "the longer the problem in 


Korea keeps up, the less we are prepared lo meet any movement any-

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CRITICAL PROBLEM FOR ALLIES 


While American lawmakers focus on the future 


of wartorn Korea, a struggle of potentially much 
greater strategic importance is taking place in Iran. 


No thoughtful western observers were happy when 


Premier Razmara of Iran was assassinated a few 
months ago. They foresaw a period of economic and 
political strife—Communist-inspired—which could dis- 
rupt Iran's heavy oil shipments to Britain and other 
western countries. 


And Bruce Biossat, NEA Service editorial writer 


says their worst fears are being realized. Razmara's 
death has been followed by internal turbulence that 
bodes ill for the West. 


The properties of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., in 


which Britain was majority stockholder, have been 
nationalized. Strikes in the field and other difficulties 
have slowed the oil flow to a trickle. Premier Mos- 
sadegh, successor to Razmara, has revealed the in- 
security of his government by publicly expressing 
fears for his life. 


How serious all this is for the West can be seen 


by resort to a few elemental statistics. Iran's annual 
output of more than 30 million tons represents more 
than a third of the Middle East's total production. 
Anglo-Iranian's Abadan refinery, largest in the world, 
itself turns out 25 million tons of refined oil. 


These properties supply 25 per cent of Britain's 


total petroleum products, and they also fuel a sub- 
stantial part of the industrial and military machine 
in other western nations. 


In a recent dispatch from Paris, Leon Dennen, 


NEA correspondent in Europe, quoted a former Soviet 
oil official as saying General Eisenhower's entire 
North Atlantic defense program may be jeopardized 
by a drastic oil drought if the flow from Iran and 
perhaps other Middle East sources is cut off. To- 
gether these sources account for 90 per cent of the 
oil consumed in NATO countries. 


To be sure, British oil men do not fear that Iranian 


oil will be deliberately barred from Britain, or sold 
in great quantity to Russia. The Iranian government 
has assured the British it wants to keep on selling to 
them and other regular western customers. But what 
worries the British is how much oil there'll be to sell. 


The Iranians now rely on 2700 skilled European 


workers, but they want to replace them with natives. 
A British oil economist compares this outlook to the 
situation in Mexico after that country had expropriat- 
ed foreign oil holdings in 1938. He says: "It took 
Mexico nine years to get back to the level of output 
at the time the properties were seized." 


So long as Iran insists on ousting foreign oil work- 


ers and managing production entirely on its own, 
therefore, prospects are dark. Unless some agree- 
ment can be worked out to allow seasoned experts 
to assist the Iranian?, the Russians will gain a signal 
strategic victory. 


The United States is the only other important 


source from which NATO countries could get oil to 
make up any Middle East deficiency. And it's an 
unsettled question how much of that added burden 
we could bear. 
We are not now an oil-exporting 


country. 


No communique from the Korean front is more 


vital to the West's future than the dispatch from 
Teheran which will tell what finally is to happen to 
Iranian oil. 


PLANNING HITS NEWSPAPERS 


The United States,, Government has ordered a 15 


to 20 percent reduction in export shipments of sul- 
phur, to conserve supplies needed at home for the 
manufacture of explosives, rubber, steel, paints,'rayon 


1 and other products. 


According to the Alexander Hamilton Institute, 


that order hit the pulp and paper makers of Can- 
ada, who are the main source of supply for newsprint 
for newspapers in the United States. Without her 
' usual Imports of sulphur, for which Canada (as well 
as Great Britain) relies almost exclusively upon the 
United States, the Canadian paper and pulp mills 
cannot keep up with demand. Shipments fall behind 
hand newspapers either curtail their advertising in 
Border to'give the public its news, or drop advertising 
[altogether. The United States Government is now 
Sin the process of trying to decide which it needs the 
!morL sulphur or newsprint.

U. S. Diplomats See Danger 
h Putting Heat on Allies

\J7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—It took four months for the United Na- 
" tions to move from its resolution declaring Red China the ag- 
gressor to ordering an international arms and strategic materials 
embargo on Communist China and Red Korea. To many people it 
was extreme slow motion. It is the basis for some belief that the U. S. 
ought to crack down and lay down the law to other UN countries. 


The U. S. pays the biggest share of the UN bill, doesn't it? The U. S. 


is furnishing most of the troops and supplies in Korea, isn't it? Then 
why doesn't the U. S. tell these oth'er countries off and make the UN 
come clean? So runs the argument. 
In further support of this point of view, it is claimed that the glorious 


allies wouldn't dare desert the U. S. They're dependent on this 
country for economic and military aid. And if the U. S. didn't back 
them up by troops to Europe, troops to Korea and Japan, arms aid 
to Indo-China, Greece or wherever—why all those places would be 
in the soup. 
AIL this makes an impressive argument. If that's all it did, there 


might not be much harm in it. If it goaded the British into a little 
faster action on drying up shipments of rubber from Malaya to Red 
China through Hong Kong, that would be all to the good. 
But to the working-level diplomatic staffs who handle U. S. relations 


on a day-to-day basis with the other United Nations, that Is not the 
whole effect of what is becoming known as American "dictatorial 
methods" in dealing with allied countries. 
THE principle of independence for free countries has to be lived up 


to if it is to mean anything So our allies can't be browbeaten into 


behaving just as some isolationists m Congress might like. 


Take one specific example. John Foster Dulles is leaving for England 


soon to reach an agreement with the British on the Japanese peace 
treaty. There is one U. S. element which would no doubt get a greet 
kick out of it if Mr. Dulles were to insist that the British take the 
treaty draft just as he has drawn it up. 


Overlooked, however, is the fact that there is a proportionately 


large element in Britain which would ~be more than delighted if 
British Foreigft Minister Herbert Morrison refused such an arbitrary 
demand, 
A Japanese peace treaty has to be completed soon. 
It has to be ratified by all the allied powers. They need Japan as 


much as Japan needs them. If they should sacrifice Japan through 
some internal squabble, it would mean that Korea, Okinawa and the 
Philippines might have to be abandoned, to say nothing of Formosa. 
T»HAT'S why all these moves have to be played carefully. * What is 
•"• not generally realized is that the United States is now at a new 
post-war low of unpopularity. This country, diplomats say, could 
' easily lose allies by being too dictatorial. 


Recent flare-ups by Britain's Aneurin Sevan and Canada's Foreign 


Minister Lester Pearson are good indicators. 'The Dutch and Scandi- 
navians are stubborn people. The Arabs and the Latin Americans 
have their pride. 


Let no one think that these countries would not walk out and leave 


us flat if the pressure on them got too tough. India offers a good 
^example of that, in the terribly botched-up Job both the State Depart- 
ment and the Congress have done on grain for famine relief. 


The well-intentioned but hasty congressional resolution demanding 


that the UN declare Red China an aggressor, early last winter, nearly 
wrecked that later action at Lake Success. The more recent con- 
gressional resolutions demanding economic boycott of Red China didn't 
do so much harm because they came at a time when UN action on 
that subject was all but decided. It would have come about now, 
however, even if Congress and General MacArthur hadn't demanded it.

Rumor has it. however, that the 


gals aren't paying up as well as 
expected, for various reasons.

moz'i common reason is the ob- 
jection of the workers themselves, 
who resent hr—"ng 1% per cent 
withheld from their pay check-. 
and further fear getting mixed 
up in any type of governmental 
red tape. 


Many domestic workers, it ap- 


pears, have not been paying in- 
come taxes, even though their 
earnings were above the stipu- 
lated $600 a year. These, maids 
and cooks and butlers figure that 
once they ar 
listed on Uncle 


Sam's s' 'ol security rolls, they 
also will be liable for income tax 
payments. A spokesman for the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue said: 


"This, of course, is true. Do- 


mestic workers' incomes above 
5CDO a year are taxable, and the 
social security records will pro- 
vide a basis for collection."
